AND THREE FOR AFRICAN REGION S WELL AS FOR ELIMINA- 
TION OF BAR ON SERVING CONSECUTIVE TERMS IN SAME 
CATEGORY OF ELECTIVE BOARD MEMBERSHIP. EARLY 
REACTIONS FROM A NUMBER OF LOCAL MISSIONS ARE UN- 
ENTHUSIASTIC. END SUMMARY.

BAR ON RE-ELECTION OF MEMBERS TO BOARD IN SAME 
CATEGORY. FULL TEXT OF MEMORANDUM TRANSMITTED

3. IN HIS PRESENTATION. AMB. SATTAR DWELT AT 
SOME LENGTH ON "INEQUITIES" OF GEOGRAPHIC 
DISTRIBUTION ON BOARD, PARTICULARLY AFFECTING MESA 
REGION. HE NOTED THAT NOT A SINGLE MEMBER OF 


MIDDLE EAST PORTION OF THAT REGION WAS REPRESENTED 
ON PRESENT BOARD. HE ALSO POINTED OUT THAT 
PROPOSAL, WHICH HAD SUPPORT OF ALL VIENNA MISSIONS 
OF AFRICAN AND MESA MEMBER STATES, DID NOT RPT 
NOT ADDRESS DESIGNATED CATEGORY BUT ONLY ELECTIVE 
SEATS, AND DID NOT CONTEMPLATE A RE-DISTRIBUTION 
OF EXISTING SEATS BUT ADDITION OF "ONLY" FIVE TO 
PRESENT NUMBER. IN RESPONSE TO MY QUERY, SATTAR 
FLATLY DENIED THAT SOUTH AFRICAN BOARD MEMBER- 
SHIP WAS INVOLVED IN ANY WAY IN THE PROPOSAL. 

4. IN ACCORDANCE SUGGESTIONS CONTAINED PARA 2 
REF A, I UNDERTOOK TO STUDY PROPOSAL CAREFULLY 
AND TRANSMIT IT TO DEPARTMENT, BUT NOTED 
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THAT STATUTE REVISION WAS LABORIOUS PROCESS 
WHICH SHOULD NOT BE REOPENED UNLESS THERE WAS A 
CLEARLY DEMONSTRATED NEED, PARTICULARLY IN 
VIEW OF RELATIVELY SHORT TIME WHICH HAD ELAPSED 
SINCE PRESENT REVISION ARTICLE VI HAD COME INTO 
FORCE. I ALSO NOTED OUR CONCERN THAT FURTHER GROWTH 
IN SIZE OF THE BOARD MIGHT WEAKEN ITS EFFICIENCY 
AND THEREBY THE EFFICIENCY OF THE AGENCY ITSELF. 

5. IN SUBSEQUEN REMARK. SATTAR MADE IT CLEAR 

THAT CO-SPONSORS ENVISAGE PROCEDURAL STEP, PROBABLY 
CREATION OF A SPECIAL BOARD COMMITTEE, DEVELOPING 
FROM BOARD DISCUSSION IN FEBRUARY. COMMITTEE 
WOULD, HE NOTED, REPORT TO JUNE BOARD AND BOARD S 
"OBSERVATIONS" WOULD BE TRANSMITTED TO SEPTEMBER 
GENERAL CONFERENCE FOR ITS CONSIDERATION. 

6. MISSION HAS OBTAINED INITIAL REACTIONS OF 
LOCAL REPS OF CANADA. UK AND USSR- ALL OF 

THEM NEGATIVE TOWARD STATUTE REVISION PROPOSAL FOR

REASONS WE ALSO SHARE. AMBASADOR EROFEEV (USSR) TOLD 

ME HE HAD INFORMED NIGERIAN AMB. ADENIJI THAT ADEQUATE REPRESENTATION 

OF MEMBER STATES IN ELECTIVE CATEGORY IS ALREADY 

SERVED BY PROCESS OF ROTATION WITHIN AREA. WE ARE 

CONTINUING TO CONSULT WITH OTHER MISSIONS AND WIL 

REPORT FURTHER REACTIONS. 

7. AS DEPARTMENT CORRECTLY ASSUMES, IT IS NOT RPT 
NOT POSSIBLE KEEP THIS ITEM OF TH AGENDA NOR 
WOULD IT APPEAR FEASIBLE TO PREVENT SUBJECT FROM 
BEING INCLUDED, ULTIMATELY, ON AGENDA FOR GENERAL 
CONFERENCE WHICH IS ONLY AGENCY BODY CAPABLE OF 
DETERMINING OUTCOME OF PROPOSALS FOR STATUTE 
REVISION (EVEN A UNANIMOUS BOARD RECOMMENDATION 
AGAINST IT WOULD HAVE LITTLE EFFECT ON THE GC). 

AT THIS STAGE, IT APPEARS THAT OUR BEST BETW WOULD 
BE TO JOIN WITH OTHER RESPONSIBLE BOARD MEMBERS 
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IN ATTEMPT TO LIMIT DAMAGE TO AN ABSOLUTE MINIMUM. 

NOTE THAT PROPOSAL TO ELIMINATE PROHIBITION OF 
CONSECUTIVE ELECTION IN SAME CATEGORY, WHICH IS
